Following his return from the thirteenth meeting of the i/tier- / 
national Criminal Police Commission held in London, England, from ,Me 7 
to June 11. 1937, Inspector Lester by memorandum to the Director dated 
June 29, 1937, recommended that the United States become permanently con- 
nected with the Commission in view of the possible contacts with outstanding 
lavf enforcement officials throughout the world and the possibility of learn- 
ing new scientific developments and methods of interest to the Bureau.

In this memorandum Inspector Lester states, "The officials of the 
Commission assured me that no charge of any kind would be assessed to the 
United States as a result of my official attendance at the past conference 
and that no country would ever be called upon to bay more than 7,000 Swiss 
Marks per year, regardless of the population of that country." In this 
same memorandum Inspector Lester also states, "I am definitely of the opinion 
that the officials of the Commission will accept any contribution which you 
suggested that the United States should make annually to assist in bearing 
the expenses pf the Cqnrnission, and- this matter should be threshed out with 
the officials of the Commission before the. United States accepts permanent 
membership in the Commission." 




The following is quoted from Pago 13 and 14- of Insnector Lester's 
renort covering the above meeting: "In this connection, it was pointed out 

to the officials of the Commission by the United states delegate that the 
cost to the United States, should the United States decide to become a member 
of the Commission, would be entirely disproportionate, in view of the fact 
that the Commission apparently bused various countries' contributions on 
population rather than proximity to the seut of activities of the Commission, 
■* to wit, Vienna, Austria, and that it was obvious that the smaller European 
v countries with much smaller populations than the United States would receive 
A far greeter practical benefits from the octivitip: of the Commission than the 
unx States could possibly hone for. Tho officials of the Commission 
' agreed that this was true and pointed out that no country would be called on 
annually to contribute more than 7,00J Swiss Marks, and that the Commission 
was desirous of having the United States become a member regardless of any 
amount contributed. They indicated strongly that the Commission would be 
willing to accept any reasonable amount annually, suggested by tho United 
States and should it be deemed advisable for the United State3 to join the 
Commission, this particular matter could be definitely settled before the

The Director indicated on Insoector Lester's memorandum of June 29, 
1937, that the necessary sura for member shi- should be included in the Bureau’s 
appropriation. The matter was taken up with the Attorney General by memorandum 
dated July 13, 1937, showing a maximum possible membership cost of Pi, 500 and 
suggestin' that the appropriation for the fiscal year 1939 include such an item. 
By memorandum dated Autpist 9, 1937, the Attorney General suggested the Director 
discuss this matter with him. By memorandum dated August 25, 1937 to Mr. H. J. 
McClure, General Agent, the Bureau requested that the following phraseology be 
included in the Bureau’s estimates for the fiscal year 1939, "and an amount not 
to exceed 31 , 500 Tor' attendance at the annual meeting of the International 
Criminal Police Commission." 

By memorandum dated March 8, 1933, Mr. Tamm advised he had talked 
to Mr. Copier of the Department regarding this matter and after consulting 
the Director advised Mr. Cosier that the $1,500 requested for membership 
in the International Criminal Police Commission was for the membership fee 
only and not for expenses of the delegate and other incidental expenses r 
which might arise in connection therewith. Mr. Cosier suggested that the 
Commission might change the membershio fee and if the new fee were larger, 
the Bureau -would be limited to the fee of $1,500 which had been appropriated 
for that purpose. ”r. Tamm advised Mr. Cozier that it mi^ht be well to have 
the amount as listed in the bill which he v/aS presently drafting with .reference 
--ebjoct, not to exceed $2,500 so that there would be an allov. r unce 
for any variation which might arise insofar as the membership fee was con- 
cerned. Mr. Copier said that in considering like appropriations of other 
governmental denartments for similar projects, the amount of ^Z,500 is not 
an immodest amount. *

$1,500 per annum was introduced in the Senate on April 11, 1938 by Senates 1 
Ashurst and by Congressman Sumners on April 12 in the House. This Bill pfl&ifed 
the 'Senate on May 5, 1933, the House on June 7, 1933, and was approved by 1^0 
President on June 10, 193?, authorising the Attorney General to accept and : f' 
maintain on behalf of the United -States membership in the International Criminal 
Police Commission and to incur the necessary expenses therefor, not to exceed 
$1,500 per annum. 

By letter dated September 12, 1938, Mr. F. E. Louv/age of the Belgian 
Judiciary Police advised the Director he had been informed that Congress had 
authorised membership of the United States in the Commission. In reply dated 
October 13, 1938, the Director advised Mr. Louwage that Con-res s had authorized 
the Bureau to participate in the Commission end it was hoped that the Bureau 
would be represented in the next meeting at Berlin in 1939- 

Dr. Oskar Dressier, Secretary General of the Commission, by- 
letter dated December 24, 1933 advised regarding the annual contribution 
toward membershi > of the International Criminal Police Commission that the 
following resolution was passed at the fifth ordinary meeting held in- 
Berlin in 1923, "The cos,ts for carrying on the business of the International 
Criminal Police Conjnission filial 1 be supported in a certain proportion by the 
States represented in the Commission (until further notice this proportion 
is one Swiss Franc for every 10,000 inhabitants)." 

Dr. Dressier advised the funds contributed represent a spontaneous 
subscription only destined to cover the real expenses of cooperation between 
the police departments and authorities of the different contributing States 
including the publishing of the "International Criminal Police", the of- 
ficial organ oiL-the Commission* Dr. tressler stated, "This is my reason 
for J-eaving your annual subscription entirely to your judgment. I only 
request, you may send the sum you have fixed direct to my address."
